tion that NATO field commanders should 
have authority to use tactical nuclear 
weapons on their own initiative. On this 
point he and the President are flatly at 
odds; Mr. Johnson thinks the decision to 
use any nuclear weapon should be con­ 
fined to the chief executive alone. 
But discussion of this one point should 
not be allowed to obscure other important 
aspects of the multi-pronged effort to avell 
a nuclear holocaust. 
In such a war, as 
President Johnson said, hundreds of mil­ 
lions would lye killed and “untx>rn genera­ 
tions would be foi’ever lamed.” He took 
pains to quote his thiee predecessors in 
the White House to the effect that such a 
war would be senseless, and added, ‘‘I say 
we must learn to live with each other or 
we will destroy each other.*’ 
It is on this premise that t’nited States 
nucleal’ policy has been based during the 
19 years since Hiroshima. It Is w ith this in 
mind that four successive presidents have 
strived to pie vent war by accident or mis­ 


calculation, to limit the spread of nuclear 
weapoas, to ease world tensions, to ad­ 
vance arms control. These policies reflect 
an overwhelming national consensus. They 
are policies that no man in the White 
House could subvert without endangering 
the future of humanity.
